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REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 and 46-88 are pending. Claims 47 and 49-68 are allowed. Claims 1-15 and 
17-22 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a). Claims 16 and 48 are objected to. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter in each of 
claims 47-68. 

To expedite prosecution, claims 1-46 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer 
of the subject matter therein. Applicant submits that there is no need to cancel claim 48 as 
suggested as the double patenting objection has been overcome by cancelling claim 16. 
Accordingly, Applicant requests withdrawal of the claim rejections under Section of 103. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner allow this application to 
proceed to issuance.
